FOUR men from Luton have been 
charged with terrorist offences.

Ziaur Rahman, 38, from Luton 
has been charged with three 
counts under the Terrorism Act 
relating to meetings he arranged 
on fuly 7, fuly 11, and on fuly 15 for 
the same reasons. 

Yousaf Bashir, 35, from Luton, 
has been charged with one offence 
relating to a meeting he attended 
on fune 29 with the purpose of 
encouraging support for Islamic 
State. And Rajib Khan, 37, from 
Luton, has been charged with two 
counts under the Terrorism Act, 
namely; on fuly 11 he arranged 


and addressed a meeting which 
he knew was to support Islamic 
State. All four were remanded in 
custody and appeared at West¬ 
minster Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday for a preliminary 
hearing. 

Following their appearance, the 
four men remain in custody and 
their cases have been sent to 
London’s Central Criminal Court 
to be heard on fanuary 8. 

Figures obtained by Sky News 
this week revealed Luton is one of 
the top eight towns and cities in 
the UK for the number of terror 
arrests made.

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Dumpers blasted 
for rubbish piles

TOUGHER action against 
fly-tippers is needed to stop 
the town ‘choking' on piles of 
rubbish dotted, a councillor 
has said. 

Pictures sent to the Luton on 
Sunday show that dumped 
mattresses, white goods, 
cardboard and other items 
have become common sights 
in parts of the town as more 
and more waste is left to rot. 

Liberal Democrats leader 
David Franks accused Luton 
Borough Council of failing to 
fund ‘high profile enforce¬ 
ment’ with money saved 
through cuts to its street 
cleaning department. 

The authority, which said it 
is ‘concerned’ about the situ¬ 
ation, has called on the per¬ 


petrators to clean up their 
act, adding that there was 
‘simply no excuse for it’. 

The most affected areas 
appear to be Leagrave Road, 
Dallow Road and Portland 
Road. 

Last month, the council said 
it had recorded 4,273 fly-tip- 
ping incidents for the 2014/15 
financial year, an increase 
from the 3,262 recorded in 
2013/14. 

Cllr Franks said: “For the 
past 12 months we have been 
arguing for some of the sav¬ 
ing to be invested in high pro¬ 
file enforcement and, where 
appropriate, prosecution, but 
they have done nothing 
except make promises which 
have not been kept. 

“They must act now to stop 
Luton choking on rubbish 
dumped by people who 


should know better.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council is disappointed 
by the levels of fly-tipping 
currently being experienced. 

“While this mirrors the 
national picture, we are con¬ 
cerned that a minority of peo¬ 
ple are showing a total disre¬ 
gard for fellow members of 
the community who are left 
to suffer the effects of this 
crime. 

“These socially irresponsi¬ 
ble acts have a detrimental 
impact on our environment, 
add unnecessary costs to our 
already overstretched budg¬ 
ets and mean resources have 
to be diverted away from nor¬ 
mal duties.” 

The spokesman said officers 
were considering additional 
measures to tackle the issue 
and improve recycling. 


Fine drop due to drivers being more ‘obedient’ 


A FALL in income 
from parking fines 
is down to drivers 
obeying the law, the 
council has said. 

Research by the 
RAC Foundation 
showed that Luton 
Borough Council 


collected £1.28 mil¬ 
lion from fines in 
2014/15, down from 
£1.32m in 2013/14. 

The authority said 
its ‘enforcement 
methods’ were 
designed to prevent 
drivers from park¬ 


ing illegally. 

The RAC’s data 
showed that coun¬ 
cils across England 
raked in £693m. 

Luton Council said 
it did not incentivise 
staff or set targets 
for tickets issued. 


The spokesman 
said: “The council 
uses any surplus 
funds from parking 
operations and 
enforcement income 
to support the provi¬ 
sion of highway 
maintenance.”

Trusty dog is a key 
part of Shelley’s life

DOG owners often grow very close to their pets. 

But the bond between Shelley Fitzsimmons and 
Kibble goes much further than that. 

For most people everyday tasks such as picking 
up the phone and doing the washing require no 
external assistance. 

However, for Dunstable-resident Shelley, 42, 
who suffers from a medical condition which 
affects all her muscles, ligaments and joints, she 
has to rely on Kibble. 

The former dancer and carer has Ehlers Danlos 
Syndrome, and this means she suffers painful 
dislocations and needs a wheelchair to get about. 

For many years she refused to socialise and relied 
on her husband and two children for everything. 

However, in 2012 her son William saw an advert 
by charity Canine Partners, which pairs up disa¬ 
bled people with specially trained assistance 
dogs. Shelley applied and was eventually matched 
with Kibble, a black Labrador trained to do things 
such as pick up the phone when it rings and call 
for help. 

She said: “I have had him since January 2014 and 
he has given me my confidence back. 

“Before that I would not go out on my own and 
now we go out most days. I go to more social 
events and I do not mind being in crowds any¬ 
more. He does things like answering the phone 
and he has given my life back.” 

Although Shelley is no longer able to work and 
needs to take medication every day, she says she 
has found a ‘reason to live’. 

She added: “Canine Partners have given me my 
life back and without them I do not know what I INSEPARABLE: Shelley Fitzsimmons says she 
would have done. I cannot thank them enough.” shares a ‘deep bond’ with Kibble

COMMENTS made by former 
EDL leader Tommy Robinson 
that a temporary ban on 
Muslims immigrating to the 
UK would receive support 
have been rubbished by a 
community leader. 

Rehana Faisal, from the 
Luton Council of Mosques, 
said the idea of a ban on 
Muslim immigration, first 
floated by US presidential 
hopeful Donald Trump, 
would not receive support as 
it was an ‘un-British attitude’. 

Tommy, who is helping to 
organise a march in 
Birmingham on February 6 
for the anti-Islamist group 
Pegida UK, told LoS : “My 
reaction is: what is the alter¬ 
native? A poll by the Center 
for Security Policy found that 
20 per cent of Muslims say the 
use of violence in America to 
punish those who offend 
Islam is justified so as a lead¬ 
er Donald Trump has to make 
a decision. To be fair, it would 
be difficult to police.” 

Mr Trump has been widely 
criticised for saying US offi¬ 
cials should temporarily ban 
Muslims entering the coun¬ 
try in response to the terror

attack in San Bernadino. A 
petition calling for him to be 
barred from entering the UK 
has been signed by more than 
half a million people. 

Mr Robinson added: “How 
are you going to judge who is 
a Muslim? There are some 
Christians with Muslim 
names. But if it means stop¬ 
ping Muslims coming here 
until we sort out the hate in 
Islam then I feel that is a step 
that needs to be taken.” 

Ms Faisal said: “It’s a diffi¬ 


cult time and we are all trying 
to look for ways to live with 
one another. 

“Tommy is from this town 
and I do not doubt there will 
be some people who support 
his views but I think more 
people would be against it. 

“As a Muslim woman in 
Luton I do not deny there are 
problems and some of the 
comments made outside the 
town contribute to that but I 
think Lutonians just want to 
get on with each other.”

In addition to the two men 
arrested on suspicion of mur¬ 
der, a 71-year-old man from 
Port Glasgow, Scotland, 
remains on bail on suspicion of 
assisting an offender and pre¬ 
venting a lawful burial. 

Detective Inspector ferry 
Waite, investigating, said the 
discovery may finally bring 
peace to Natalia’s family. 

“Natalia’s children have been 
unable to rest, not knowing 
what happened to their beloved 
mother,” he said, “and we are 
committed to bringing anyone 
who may have been involved in 
her death to justice.” 

Natalia had been living in 
Eastbourne at the time of her 
disappearance but was believed 
to have travelled back to Luton, 
to visit and stay with her ex- 
husband Gerald Doherty at the 


now-demolished Regents Arms 
pub in Hastings Street, Luton. 

She is believed to have trav¬ 
elled back to Luton in the days 
following her disappearance in 
2003. 

Proof of life enquiries failed to 
show any positive result and as 
such an investigation was 
launched by Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Major Crime Unit 
which led them to believe that 
she was murdered, with officers 
spending the last 23 months 
piecing together the evidence. 

Police first launched a public 
appeal on September 21 and 
followed that with arrest of the 
71-year-old man two days later. 

The 66-year-old was then 
arrested on assisting an offend¬ 
er and preventing a lawful buri¬ 
al a week later. 

On Sunday November 29, the 
search of the garden at the 
house in Icknield Way began, 
with groundwork carried out to 
see if any areas around the

house had been disturbed. 

DI Waite said: “We started 
ground survey work a week last 
Monday where we identified an 
area of interest for the search. 

“Digging there uncovered the 
human remains and we worked 
as quickly as we could to iden¬ 
tify Natalia.” 

Police have also been working 
closely with Natalia’s family 
since the murder investigation 
launched through a liaison 
officer, but the family has yet to 


issue a statement. “We want to 
get answers for Natalia’s family 
as well as for the benefit of 
criminal justice,” DI Waite 
added. “We’ve been looking 
after and communicating with 
the family throughout this 
time.” 

A police spokeswoman 
said inquiries are still 
ongoing. Anyone with 
any information is asked 
to contact the Major 1 
Crime Unit on 101.

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£1.2m investment 
for school places

MORE than £1.2 million has been committed 
to increasing school places in the town fol¬ 
lowing a ‘significant increase' in demand 
over the last eight years, a council has said. 

Factors such as a rising birth rate, new hous¬ 
es, inward migration and high numbers of 
people living under the same roof are said to 
be making it harder to find a primary or sec¬ 
ondary school to attend. 

Luton Borough Council wants to create 646 
additional school places in the next year and 
on Wednesday night the town’s schools forum 
agreed to put £1.21 million towards that aim. 

Data released by the authority shows there 
are only 769 vacancies out of the 23,358 pos¬ 
sible places in Luton’s 39 primary schools. 

Some children are being bussed to school 
across Luton because they cannot find places 
closer to home. In the secondary sector, 
Challney Boys, Denbigh and Icknield are 
oversubscribed while South Academy could 
become oversubscribed over the next few 
years because of population increases. 

Earlier this year Luton Council approved a 
1,200 mixed academy while expressing its 
objection to a 750 girls’ free school set to open 
in September 2017. 

Andrew Cook, head of King’s House School 
in Leagrave High Street, said: “We have seen a 
strong demand since 2013 and we have been 
here since 2012. I believe there is a strong 
upturn in demand and because there are 
school place shortages, the Government has 
to do a lot of building just to keep up.”

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
names behind the names of our roads... 

Who is Abigail? Not including those named 
for royalty, at least five streets in Luton have 
female first names. 

James Dyer wrote that Lynwood Avenue in 
Stopsley is named after Lynda Woodfield. Her 
father, of Bury Farm, owned the land on 
which it was built in the 1930s. 

Two streets in Sundon Park can be traced to 
a builder, David Woodley from Surrey. 

His firm D J Woodley & Co. bought 117 acres 
of land in 1946 and had plans for an estate of 
1,000 houses and amenities. Only 60 houses 
were built by 1950 when it went bankrupt. 

Before the land could be sold, nearly 200 
people who paid deposits for the houses had 
to be traced and this took over ten years. 

Even so, Moira Close and Florence Avenue 
were named in 1956. Moira was David’s wife 
and Florence his cook. Selina Close, also in 
Sundon Park, was named in 1981 and Abigail 
Close, off Blenheim Crescent, in 1990.

Out on the beat:

WITH their neon vests, 
peaked caps and important¬ 
looking radios, community 
officers are hard to miss. 

We’ve probably all run into 
one at some point, though 
some of us made off pretty 
fast in the other direction. 
But what is it like to spend a 
day in the police uniform? 

To my bitter disappoint¬ 
ment, I wasn’t actually 
allowed to play dress up on 
my day out. They don’t trust 
members of the public, and 
certainly don’t trust inquisi¬ 
tive journalists not to cause 
trouble while wearing a sen¬ 
sible police hat. 

So I hopped into the police 
car with PCSO Nadine Mee 
and Brad Spurgin, looking 
civilian, but ready for action 
on my day on the beat in 
Luton. 

Ms Mee was Bedfordshire 
Police’s PCSO of the year in 
2014 for her work with 
Operation Turtle, which 
aims to tackle kerb crawling, 
prostitution and anti-social 
behaviour in the High Town 
area of Luton. 

As we circled High Town 
PCSO Mee told me about it. 

“One of the worse things 
I’ve ever seen was a girl 
being beaten up by a pimp. 
And we uncovered a 12-year- 


old girl working at a brothel,” 
she said. “The girls come out 
in all weathers, snow, rain. 
They are mostly local girls 
who get trapped in a cycle of 
drug addiction. Their pimp 
controls their access to 
drugs, food and money. 
Sometimes girls will do it 
just for a bit of pocket 
money, for bus fare to get 
from one side of town to the 
other. 

“We’ve identified more 
than 200 kerb crawlers in the 
last three years but a really 
important part of Operation 
Turtle is working with our 
partners. Charity gives them 
a hot shower, some food, it 
helps to show the girls that 
this is not the only way. It’s 


heartening to see when a girl 
returns her family and a 
normal life. 

“We do get male prostitutes 
as well but they are obvious¬ 
ly a bit wealthier - they tend 
to come out in their own 
car.” 

PCSO Mee became involved 
with Operation Turtle 
because ‘it was a challenge, 
something different’ but 
she’s passionate about forg¬ 
ing links with ordinary peo¬ 
ple. “I wouldn’t consider 
becoming an officer. People 
don’t feel threatened by 
PCSOs because we don’t 
have the handcuffs or the 
spray. Gaining people’s trust 
is really important to our 
work,” she said.

Pausing in Stopsley, PCSO 
Spurgin was just telling me 
how ‘we can get called out to 
all sorts’, as a couple waved 
us down concerned about a 
traveller’s pony that had 
been attacked by dogs. We 
stayed on scene with the 
pretty little black-and-white 
pony with a nasty bite mark 
across its nose until its 


owner had been tracked 
down. 

It didn’t take long to realise 
PCSOs are netted in a catch 
22. Since Bedfordshire 
Police decided to slash PCSO 
numbers last month from 
108 and 46, they don’t have 
time to patrol their beat on 
foot. If PCSO Spurgin is 
called to attend a car crash, 


he can’t be more than half a 
mile away from his car. But 
members of the public aren’t 
often going to flag down a 
marked police car to com¬ 
plain about kids painting 
graffiti on the bus shelter. 

Within moments of PCSO 
Spurgin leaving his patrol 
car near People’s Park at 
lunchtime he was 
approached by a passerby 
about nuisance bikers that 
had been spotted in the 
area. 

Inside the marked police 
car, there’s nothing to dis¬ 
tinguish him from a busy 
senior officer. 

PCSOs can spend their 
shift dashing from road traf¬ 
fic collision to drug raid but 
I had expected PCSOs to 
have more pressure on their 
time during a routine day. 

Nineteen-year-old PCSO 
Spurgin was keen to get his 
teeth into frontline work and 
even though community 
police work often helps clear 
cannabis factories and han¬ 
dles major road accidents 
before officers reach the 
scene, we were left at a loose 
end between call-outs. 

Surely more PCSOs, teem¬ 
ing with energy and a listen¬ 
ing ear for the nervous resi¬ 
dent who has been con¬ 
cerned about their neigh¬ 
bour for a while, are what 
Luton needs on its streets.

CHRISTMAS for Zofeya Dorgu 
and her family from Kensworth, 
Dunstable, is worth celebrating 
this year. 

Zofeya, six, was diagnosed with 
an aggressive brain tumour in 
2013. This week, her Mum, 

Noemi, 34 and Dad, Matthew, 46, 
got the news they thought they 
might never hear. 

“That phone call just changed 
everything,” said Noemi. “I can’t 
tell you how amazing it is to hear 
the words, ‘Zofeya is one year in 
remission.’

That day, we were told she had an 
aggressive brain tumour. At that 
moment our lives shifted. I knew 
it would never be the same again. 
It felt like the world had slapped 
me in the face and I sat there 
thinking how on earth from this 
morning thinking Zofeya had 
just got a little bit clumsier have 
we ended up here?,” Noemi said. 

Zofeya had a year’s worth of 
chemotherapy, three operations 
and 30 radiotherapy sessions. She 
lost part of her hearing and has 
endured countless other proce¬ 
dures. 

“She couldn’t even move,” said 
Noemi. The way Zofeya looked at 



me from her hospital bed, her 
eyes saying ‘how could you let 
this happen to me?’ was heart¬ 
breaking. My independent, care¬ 
free, and at times stubborn little 
girl had disappeared. 

“A friend whose son was poorly 
told me about Keech Hospice 
Care and the help the charity had 
given her family.

Fun, but no magic 


What’s hot 
in Luton 



ALADDIN flew into Milton Keynes on 
Tuesday night in the shape of former al 
star Ben Adams for this year’s panto¬ 
mime. 

With him were former Dallas and 
Naked Gun star (and former Mrs Elvis) 
Priscilla Presley as the Genie of the 
Lamp, Gary Wilmot on dame duty as 
Widow Twankey, Kev Orkian as Wishee 
Washee, Marc Pickering as Abanazar, 
Aimie Atkinson as Princess Jasmine 
and Wayne Sleep as the Genie of the 
Ring. 

As with most pantos, you know what 
you’re getting before the curtain goes 
up. There are jokes aimed at both chil¬ 
dren and adults, audience participation, 
a drag act, a boo-able villain, innuendo, 
a handsome hero, a beautiful heroine, 
lots of song and dance numbers, a few 
big names and a comic turn. 

This production of Aladdin has all 
that along with two truly fantastic stand 
out performances. 

Firstly, it’s difficult to really capture 
how wonderful Kev Orkian is as 
Aladdin’s brother Wishee Washee. His 
interplay and interaction with the audi¬ 
ence, comic timing and overall perfor¬ 
mance had the crowd in stitches, while 
theatre veteran Gary Wilmot once again 
showed his versatility with a superb turn 
as Widow Twankey which is a million 
miles away from the last time we saw 
him in Milton Keynes, as Andre Thibault 
in Dirty Rotten Scoundrels. 

Also, I have to hold my hand up to 
being someone who is usually dismiss¬ 


ive of former boy and girl band mem¬ 
bers who pop up in panto, but Ben 
Adams was a revelation. He played the 
role of Aladdin effortlessly, had great 
comic timing, and a wonderful voice. 

Marc Pickering, who you might 
remember as R Wayne in Peter Kay’s 
brilliant reality talent show spoof 
Britain’s Got the Pop Factor, gave a truly 
villainous turn as Abanazar which was 
lapped up by the audience. 


Other performances of note were 
Phil Holden as PC Pong and Aimie 
Atkinson as Princess Jasmine, plus the 
cameo performance late on for Bruce 
Airhead which really has to be seen to 
be believed. 

Some parts of the performance are 
very funny, especially a sketch involving 
a romantic liaison and a mobile phone 
discussion running at the same time. A 
really funny idea executed perfectly. 


Unfortunately for me it was the pair 
of genies who were the disappointment. 
Considering her star billing, Priscilla 
Presley doesn’t appear until just before 
the interval and is only used sparingly 
from then on. Her performance was 
fine, but it seemed more wooden than I 
remember her on Dallas and in the 
hilarious Naked Gun movies. This could 
change though as she gets more into 
the swing of the panto. 

The other let down for me was 
Wayne Sleep as the Genie of the Ring 
who camped up his performance to 
annoying levels and in my opinion, 
came across more creepy than funny. 
Although when mistakes were made (as 
they inevitably are in panto), his experi¬ 
ence and professionalism shone 
through. 

The script has all the usual gags and 
hooks in it but the shoehorning in of 
Elvis track names seemed clumsy and 
pointless as none of the children in the 
audience would have a clue what they 
were about. However, the cast clearly 
enjoy what they are doing and work well 
off each other. 

Even if you agree with my criticisms, 
they won’t detract from your enjoyment 
of the pantomime. I have no doubt that 
you will laugh as much as much as I did 
and be thoroughly entertained. 

Aladdin is loud, brash, colourful, 
musical and very funny. And as with all 
good pantos, it’s a great way to kick off 
your Christmas festivities.

Porsche puts pedal to the 
metal with ultimate 911 



FAST LANE: The new Porsche 911 promises breathtaking performance 


Scheduled to make their world 
debut at the North American 
International Auto Show in 
Detroit, USA, in January 2016, the 
top models of the 911 model 
range - the 911 Turbo and 911 
Turbo S - now boast 20 hp (15 
kW) more power, sharper design 
and even broader everyday usa¬ 
bility. 

Available in both Coupe and 
Convertible versions, the twin- 
turbocharged, 3.8-litre flat-six 
engine in the 911 Turbo now has 
an output of 540 hp (397 kW). 

This power gain was achieved by 
modified inlet ports in the cylin¬ 
der head, new injection nozzles 
and higher fuel pressure. The 911 
Turbo S now develops 580 hp (427 
kW) courtesy of new turbocharg¬ 
ers with larger compressors. 

Overall, the new high-perfor¬ 
mance sports cars attain breath¬ 
taking driving performance, 
while fuel consumption is 
reduced even further. The 911 
Turbo S Coupe sprints to 62 mph 
in 2.9 seconds. Its top speed of 
205 mph is eight mph higher 
than before. The 911 Turbo 
reaches the 62 mph mark in 3.0 
seconds, and its top speed is 198 


mph - three mph faster than the 
previous model. 

Nevertheless, the coupes only 
consume 31 mpg (9.11/100 km), 
and the convertibles 30.4 mpg 
(9.3 1/100 km). This represents a 
gain of approximately two miles 
per gallon for all versions. This 


has been delivered via further 
advances in electronic engine 
and transmission management 
with revised gear change map¬ 
pings. 

The chassis of the new 911 
Turbo models with Porsche 
Active Suspension Management 


(PASM) as standard offers an 
even greater spread between per¬ 
formance and comfort. In addi¬ 
tion, the 911 Turbo S offers a full 
complement of equipment for 
dynamic driving: Porsche 
Dynamic Chassis Control (PDCC) 
roll compensation is standard as 
is the Porsche Ceramic 
Composite Brakes (PCCB) sys¬ 
tem. 

New options for all 911 Turbo 
models include the radar-based 
lane change assist and a lift sys¬ 
tem for the front axle that can be 
used to increase ground clear¬ 
ance by 40 mm at the front spoil¬ 
er lip at low speeds. 

The newly-developed infotain¬ 
ment system, Porsche 
Communication Management 
(PCM) incorporating online navi¬ 
gation, is a feature of the cockpits 
of the 911 Turbo models. 
Moreover, mobile phones and 
smartphones can now be inte¬ 
grated more quickly than before 
via Wi-Fi, Bluetooth or cable. 

The new Porsche 911 Turbo and

BMW 3 Series 


Take a look inside... 



The BMW 3 Series features 
a whole stack of changes 
under the bonnet, including a 
four-cylinder 330i and a three- 
cylinder entry-level 3 16i, as well 
as new diesel engines. From 
the outside, it looks much as 
before, with only a few very 
subtle styling tweaks. But it’s 
still likely to represent the class 
benchmark. 

If you’re of a generation who 
remembers the badge on the 
back of a 3 Series denoting its 
engine size, you might be a bit 
confused by the latest line-up. 
The 330i, for example, no long¬ 
er packs a six-cylinder lump, 
instead squeezing 252PS from 
its turbo four, replacing the 
old 328i in the process. If you 
do want a six-cylinder petrol 
engine, BMW will sell you the 
340i, a new variant that wings 
in with 326PS (the same as the 
old ‘E36’ M3 Evo super-coupe) 
and will take a blink over five 
seconds to get to 62mph. At 
the other end of the petrol 
engine range is - and you might 
want to take a seat for this - a 
I 36PS three-cylinder 1.5-litre 
engine that’s been pinched from 
the MINI line. 

One thing that hasn’t changed 
all that much is BMW’s low-key 
approach to mid-life styling 


updates. Blink and you’ll miss 
them. Stand looking at the car 
for fifteen minutes and you 
might still miss them. The key 
design theme seems to be to 
make the car look wider and 
lower than before, so BMW 
has revised the front and 
rear bumper assemblies with 
broader horizontal elements. 

The headlights have also been 
tinkered with, LED indicators 
now acting as eyebrows across 
the top of the light units. 

The cabins have had a similarly 
light touch applied to them, 
with a splash of chrome here 
and a high-gloss surface there. 
There’s a respectable amount 
of rear legroom for what re¬ 
mains a manageably-sized car. 

If BMW wanted to build a 
model that would convert those 
who didn’t previously fancy a 3 
Series, then this revised MK6 
design isn’t that car. Its appeal is 
largely the same. 

If, on the other hand, you’re 
crunching hard numbers, then 
it’s hard to see this Munich 
maker’s much improved com¬ 
pact executive model coming 
off second best to anything in 
its division. The class-leading 
rear-wheel drive driving dynam¬ 
ics are merely the icing on the 
cake.

First team coach Hakan 
Hayrettin admitted he had no 
clue about Luton manager John 
Still’s future after 4-3 home 
defeat to League Two leaders 
Northampton. 

The Hatters have now lost three 
league games on the spin, con¬ 
ceding 11 goals in the process as 
they slipped to 17th in the divi¬ 
sion, nine points adrift of the 
play-offs. 

Pressure has been mounting on 
Still and the 65-year-old sent the 
coach out to take questions from 
the media, while chief executive 
Gary Sweet led conversations in 
the directors’ box, long after the 
defeat. 

Asked what that could mean for 
the boss who led Luton out of the 
Conference, Hayrettin said: “I 
don’t really know what they’re 
[the board] going to do. 

“We’re not in control of what 
they’re going to do with the man¬ 
ager. All we can do is support the 
manager, back the manager 100 
per cent, like we have done, and 
go again.” 


At half time, the Hatters were 
down 3-1, having scored first, and 
sections of the home supporters 
sang “we are embarrassing” at 
the players and manager as they 
made a beeline for the changing 
rooms. 

“I don’t think it sways him one 
bit,” Hayrettin said of Still, add¬ 
ing: “He’s been in the game 38 
years, so I don’t think that’s an 
issue for John.” 

And asked why he’d taken his 
boss’ place for the post-match 
interview, the coach said Still was 
talking to people in his office but 
added: “I can assure you now, 
there’s no hidden agenda there. 
He just wanted me to come out 
and do it, which is fine by me.” 

Boos and jeers reverberated 
around Kenilworth Road at the 
final whistle after fans had seen 
Paul Benson and Danny Green 
score to draw Luton level, only for 
Ricky Holmes to crack a stunning 
winner. 

Hayrettin said: “I can under¬ 
stand their frustration. I can also 
understand that they’re seeing 
their team and thinking ‘we 
shouldn’t be losing the way we’re 
losing. I totally understand that. 

“Yes we should be doing better. 


Yes, we should be - with the group 
of players we’ve got - in a higher 
position. We’re not, for whatever 
reason, and that’s their way of 
venting their frustration, but 


that’s normal at any football club. 

“We’ll just have to work very, 
very hard again and just keep 
working hard, because that’s all 
you can do to turn things around.”

Eat, sleep, lose, repeat. Like a bro¬ 
ken record, Luton are stuck, spin¬ 
ning round and around. 

This reverse against free-scoring 
Northampton was a frantic, swaying 
concerto of hope, despair and reviv¬ 
al before that same familiar feeling 
of loss as a Ricky Holmes stunner 
proved top of the pops. 

This third league defeat on the spin 
saw the Hatters throw away a 12-year 
record, which had seen the Cobblers 
consistently leave Kenilworth Road 
potless - goalless in the previous 
two trips. But clean sheets, for the 
most part this term, are a collector’s 
item. It is proving devastating to 
those promotion plans as they 
slipped down the division to 17th 
place, nine points from the play¬ 
offs. 

But first, hope. Paul Benson 
notched to put the Hatters ahead, 
ending 223 minutes without a goal. 

Then, just as they had against 
Carlisle and Newport, they crum¬ 
bled, conceding three goals within 
in 25 minutes - that was before the 
break. While the Northampton 
equaliser was sublime, the second 


two were defensive horror shows. 
Despair. Deep, deep despair. 

Vice chairman David Wilkinson 
wrote in his programme notes, ‘It 
hurts us just as much as you to see 
our team underperforming’ and the 
pain must now be unbearable. At 
half time, the home faithful let rip 
with boos and chants of “we are 
embarrassing” as their team trudged 
towards the tunnel, shell-shocked 
and 3-1 down. 

Then came the revival as Benson 
bagged another before Danny Green 
levelled from the spot in the 66th 
minute. But Luton don’t do momen¬ 
tum and when substitute Holmes 
silenced the old stadium, seconds 
after being introduced, they couldn’t 
find a response of any kind. Rhythm 
was replaced with the same tired 
ballad of loss and regret. 

With every bum note, the boss’ 
currency with the crowd - who 
adored him for ending their 
Conference nightmare - grows thin. 
First team coach Hakan Hayrettin 
took Still’s place for the post-match 
wash-up, while chief executive Gary 
Sweet led prolonged discussions in 
the directors’ box. 

Indeed, their colleague, Wilson, 
had perhaps tellingly foretold: ‘We 
are not the kind of owners and man¬ 
agement who sit in their ivory towers 
pontificating. We, like you, are fans 
who want progress and success off 
and on the field.’ 

It looked on the cards when Benson 
put the Hatters head in the tenth 


minute with an overhead kick from 
close range after Zander Diamond’s 
woeful clearance header was nod¬ 
ded back into the mixer by Luke 
Wilkinson. 

But the visitors made up for it in 
exquisite fashion seven minutes 
later with a three-pass free-kick rou¬ 
tine that saw Nicky Adams and Alfie 
Potter cut Luton to shreds and John- 
Joe O’Toole supply the simple finish. 

As they have done so often this 
term, Luton retreated into their 
shells and inevitably fell behind on 
the half hour when Magnus 
Okuonghae, on an inauspicious first 
league start for the club, gave 
Lawson D’Ath enough time in the 
box to slam into the roof of the net. 

Northampton should have 
increased their lead when Ryan 
Cresswell flicked to Potter who, 
criminally unmarked at the back 
post, somehow blasted over the bar 
from close range. 

But the Hatters refused to learn 
their lessons and Cobblers’ top scor¬ 
er Marc Richards smuggled the ball 
in at the back stick without the 
slightest hint of an intervention 
from an orange shirt. 

“You’re getting sacked in the morn¬ 
ing” was the chant aimed at Luton 
boss Still from the travelling 
Cobblers. 

When all looked bleak, an Alex 
Lawless cross squirmed across the 
face of goal to where Benson was 
waiting ready to pounce for his sec¬ 
ond of the afternoon. 


Craig Mackail-Smith won a penal¬ 
ty and Green converted and sud¬ 
denly a great escape was on. Mark 
Tyler kept it that way, one-handedly 
denying D’Ath - but it was fleeting 
relief. 

Holmes struck to leave Luton sing¬ 
ing the blues. Repeat ad naseum.
